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Summary of Contents. 





Our Exports of Cotton Piece-Goods. (Page 500.) 
Compared with 1913 the great fall in our exports of 
cotton piece-goods in the three years 1926-28 1s 
mainly attributable to the greatly reduced quantities 
taken by India and Eastern Asia. The linear yardage 
shipped last year was rather less than in 1927, but 
slightly more than in 1926. 





Canadian Pulp and Paper. (Page 503.) 

Occupying first place among the Dominions’ 
industries, the pulp and paper industry's output 
last year was valued at 2334 million dollars, or 
64 per cent. more than in 1927. 





British Indian Trade in August. (Page 507.) | 

As against the corresponding month of last 
year there was not much change in the value of 
imports into India, and only a moderate advance 
in exports from there. The United Kingdom’s 
share of the import trade fell, however, to 42 per 
cent. of the whole, from 49 per cent. Her quota 
of the export trade rose to 28 per cent. from 25 per 
cent. 





New Zealand Trade in July.” (Page 508.) 

In July last imports were larger and exports 
smaller as compared with the corresponding month 
of 1928. The values of the chief trading com- 
modities during July and the first seven months 
of the current year are shown. 


Czechoslovak Trade in September. (Page 509.) 
Czechoslovakia’s trade balance in September last 
was a favourable one, but for the first nine months 
of the current year it was against her. Compara-

71°4 per cent. in the previous month.

SCOTLAND DIVISION REPORT. 


The Report for the year 1928 of Mr. J. Masterton, 
Inspector in charge of the Scotland Division on the 
Inspection of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, has 
now been published. (H.M. Stationery Office, 120, 
George Street, Edinburgh, or any bookseller; price 
ls. net, 1s. 1d. post free.) 


During the year 324 million tons of coal and nearly 
three million tons of oil shale and other minerals were 
raised by the employment of 100,000 persons. Tables 
giving details of these figures are included in the 
Report. 


The Report includes statistical details of all 
accidents, fatal and non-fatal, reported during the 
year. Brief descriptions of many of the accidents are 
given, and means by which repetition of some of them 
might be avoided in future are pointed out. Mr. 
Masterton refers to the adoption of coal-cutting 
machines, face conveyors and gate-end loaders, and 
gives some interesting details, with an illustration, of 
the lay-out of a ** double unit ’’ conveyor face at a 
colliery in Fife. 

Dealing with the subject of falls of roof and side, 
the Inspector comments on the advantages possessed 
by steel as a material for supporting roads and work- 
ing faces, and gives a number of hints on conversion 
from timber to steel on roadways and longwall faces. 
He classifies the underground haulage accidents which 
occurred during the year and expresses the opinion 
that most of them were avoidable. 


In connection with accidents with explosives, Mr. 
Masterton again draws attention to a method referred 
to in his Report for 1927, of reducing the risk from 
detonators by the employment of ‘‘ capped fuses,’’ 
and gives some particulars, supplied to him by the 
agent of a colliery in Lanarkshire. He gives some 
particulars of a Safety First Association established 
at a colliery in Fife and compares the incidence of 
accidents over a period of years at that colliery with 
the figures for the County of Fife and the whole of 
Scotland.

A summary of the methods in use for the examination of 
coal, and a comparison of the various methods at present 
available for the determination in the laboratory of the 
coking qualities of coal. 

_A summary of an extensive investigation into the effect, 
in both vertical and horizontal gas retorts, of grading the 
coal as to size before carbonisation. 

Some notes on the method of heating horizontal gas 
retorts. 

A general review of the present position of low tempera- 
ture carbonisation. 

A discussion of laboratory tests available for the ex- 
amination of coke. 

A description of methods for obtaining a true average 
sample of gas. 


The Director’s Report also gives a fuller description 
than usual of some of the aspects of the work carried 
ouf during the last few years, and includes details of 
& number of minor results obtained.

AFRICAN ARTIFICIAL SILK 


PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports 
that during the first six months of the current year 
imports of artificial silk piece-goods into Kenya and 
Uganda amounted to 609,901 yards. The chief con- 
tributors were: Germany, 199,264 yds.; Italy, 
127,829 yds.; Great Britain, 70,915 yds.; Austria, 
59,290 yds.; India, 48,909 yds.; Holland, 40,087 yds. ; 
Czechoslovakia, 32,789 yds.; and Japan, 24,276 yds. 

During the first half of the current year imports 
into Tanganyika totalled 211,193 yds. and were dis- 
tributed as follows:—lItaly, 65,437 yds.; Germany, 
60,774 yds.; Great Britain, 43,673 yds.; Holland, 
16,899 yds.; and Japan, 5,795 yds.

KENYA AND UGANDA COTTON AND COTTON- 
SEED EXPORTS. 


According to a statement received from H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in East Africa, exports of cotton from 
Kenya and Uganda during July amounted in value to 
5,822,187 shillings, of which 2,548,403 shs. went to 
India and Burma; 1,369,076 shs. to Great Britain; 
1,348,358 shs. to Japan; 487,320 shs. to China; 73,800 
shs. to Spain; and 230 shs. to Tanganyika Territory. 

As regards cotton-seed exports, the total during the 
month under review was 1,282,980 shs., of which the 
shares of Great Britain and Australia amounted to 
1,169,245 shs. and 113,735 shs. respectively. 


SPANISH COUNCIL -OF ELECTRIC ENERGY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Madrid has 
furnished a translation of Decree-Law No. 1956 of 
7th September, 1929, under which a Council of 
Electric Energy, working under the Spanish Ministry 
of Public Works, is established. The duty of the 
Council is to investigate and co-ordinate hydro- 
electric schemes. 

The Decree-Law does not apply to concessions 
already granted, but makes provision, in general, for 
State control of future developments of electric 
energy in Spain.

EXPORTS OF COTTON 
PIECE-GOODS IN 1928. 


COMPARISONS WITH 1913 AND 1926-27. 


An analysis of the exports of the different classes of 
cotton piece-goods to various overseas markets in the 
years 1913 and 1925-27 appeared in the “* Journal ” 
of 8th November, 1928. The corresponding particulars 
for 1928 have now been compiled, and are shown in the 
following tables, together with those for each of the 
years 1913, 1926, and 1927. Certain details relating 
to the exports to principal countries, not shown 
separately in the attached tables, will be shown in 
Volume ITI. of the “‘ Annual Statement of the Trade 
of the United Kingdom ’’ for 1928, which will shortly 
be published. 


While in 1913 linear yardage was the only unit of 
quantity employed in the trade returns, three measures 
of quantity have been employed since January, 1921— 
linear yardage, square yardage and weight. In the 
monthly trade accounts for 1928 particulars of the 
quantity of cotton piece-goods exported were recorded in 
terms of square yardage only. As from the beginning 
of 1929 the monthly accounts have shown, in addition, 
the linear yardage and weight of the total exports of the 
several classes of cotton piece-goods, but details of con- 
signments to individual countries have been confined to 
square yardage and value as in previous years. 


The aggregate exports of cotton piece-goods in 1918 
amounted to 7,075 million linear yards, compared with 
3,923 million in 1926, 4,189 million in 1927, and 3,968 
million in 1928. In 1928 the average width of the piece- 
goods exported was slightly less than in each of the two 
previous years. Compared with 1913 the great fall in 
exports in 1926-1928 is mainly attributable to the heavy 
reduction in the quantities taken by India and Eastern 
Asia. The first three groups of countries in the table 
below (i.e., British India, China, Japan, etc., and 
South-East Asia) took 4,370 million linear yards in 
1913, 1,964 million in 1926, 2,014 million in 1927, and 
1,978 million in 1928, while all other overseas markets 
(excluding the Irish Free State) took 2,705 million 
linear yards in 1913, 1,932 million in 1926, 2,146 million 
in 1927, and 1,962 million in 1928. All areas (with the 
exception of West Africa) toek less of our piece-goods 
in 1928 than in 19138. Compared with 1927 our total 
exports of cotton piece-goods in 1928 showed a decrease 
of 221 million linear yards, the principal areas affected 
being British India (98 million less) ; Dutch East Indies, 
Ceylon, etc. (24 million less) ; United States and Canada 
(10 million less) ; Australia and New Zealand (44 million 
less); Europe, excepting Balkans (68 million less); 
Balkans, etc. (83 million less); and North Africa (20 
million less). The areas which took more in 1928 than 
in 1927 were China, Japan, ete. (86 million more); 
South America (15 million more); Mexico, Central 
America, etc. (10 million more); and West Africa 
(17 million more). 


The changes in the relative importance of the various 
geographical areas as markets for our piece-goods art 
shown in the two following tables, which give the per: 
centage distribution in 1913 and 1928. In these tables 
trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded from

THE PULP AND PAPER INDUSTRY 
IN 1928. 


The pulp and paper industry has been the most 
important manufacturing industry since 1925, when 
it headed the list for gross and net sale of manufac- 
tured products as well as for distribution of wages 
and salaries. In total capital investment, states a 
Preliminary Report issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics at Ottawa, the industry is second only 
to electric light and power plants, and in total number 
of employees it is led only by saw mills. 

The gross value of production of the industry in 
1928 was 233,535,326 dollars, an increase of 6°5 per 
cent. over the 1927 total. The rapid growth in produc- 
tion during the past five years is evidenced from the fact 
that in 1924 the total value was 179,259,504 dols. This 
gross value represents the sum of the values of pulp 
made for sale in Canada, pulp made for export and 
paper manufactured. It does not include pulpwood nor 
the pulp made in combined pulp and paper mills for 
their own use in paper production. 

The net value of production in this industry, aris- 
ing out of deduction of the value of pulpwood and 
chemicals used in the factories, was 145,070,907 dols. 
in 1928, as compared with 107,025,628 dols. in 1924. 
The pulp made in combined pulp and paper mills for 
their own use in paper-making is considered as a 
stage of manufacture, and is not included either as 
a product of the pulp mili or as a raw material of 
the paper mill. 

Pulpwood is produced in Canadian forests not only 
for use in the manufacture of pulp and paper but also 
for export to United States paper mills. Pulp is also 
used in connection with the manufacture of artificial 
silk, fibreware, etc. If all of these values were amal- 
gamated, the gross value of the production in this 
section of the forest products industry would total 
245,346,839 dols., an increase of 6:1 per cent. over 
1927. 


Mituis AND THEIR OUTPUT. 


Pulp and paper mills operating in Canada in 1928 
numbered 110 as compared with 114 in 1927. Of the 
mills operating last year 33 made pulp only; 31 made 
paper only; and there were 46 combined pulp and 
paper mills. The tendency at the present time is in 
the direction of building larger combined pulp and 
paper mills, especially those known as “ self-con- 
tained newsprint mills,’’ and there is a growing move- 
ment towards the merging of the various companies 
in the industry in order to form a comparatively small 
number of large groups. 

The 79 mills manufacturing pulp in 1928 produced 
3,610,724 tons, valued at 121,458,078 dols., as com- 
pared with 3,278,978 tons, worth 114,442,541 dols., 
in 1927. Exports of wood pulp from Canada during 
the year amounted to 17,276,019 ewts., valued at 
45,614,823 dols., but there were also imports of 
448,472 cwts., valued at 1,107,801 dols. The follow- 
Ing table gives particulars relative to the kinds of 
wood pulp produced in Canada for use, sale in 
Canada or export during the year :—

In 1928 being 2,849,687 tons, valued at 184,462,356 
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dols., as compared with 2,468,691 tons, valued at 
168,445,548 dols. in 1927, am increase of 15-4 per 
cent. in quantity and of 9-5 per cent. in value. News- 
print paper, including hangings and poster paper, 
made up 84-7 per cent. of the total reported tonnage, 
accounting for 2,414,393 tons, worth 144,146,632 dols., 
as compared with 2,082,830 tons for the previous 
year, valued at 132,286,729 dols., a 15-9 per cent. 
increase in tonnage and a 9 per cent. advance in total 
value. 

Exports of Canadian paper and paper manufactures 
during the year reached a total value of 147,156,792 
dols., as compared with 129,637,687 dols. in 1927. 
Newsprint exports reached 44,131,754 cwts., worth 
141,103,527 dols., shipped mainly to the United 
States. The corresponding figures for 1927 were 
37,637,308 ecwts. valued at 123,222,094  dols. 
Canada’s exports of newsprint paper are greater than 
those for the whole of the rest of the world combined, 
and in the Canadian trade returns are second only to 
the exports of wheat.

An important fact brought out by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics is a decrease in the exportation 
from Canada of unmanufactured pulpwood, corre- 
sponding with the rapid increase in the manufacture 
of this raw material in Canadian pulp mills, particu- 
larly in combined mills producing both pulp and 
paper. The manufacture of wood pulp for export 
shows a decided decrease.

BRITISH 
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CANADIAN WATER POWER RESOURCES. 


The Dominion Water Power and Reclamation Ser- 
vice of the Department of the Interior of Canada has 
recently issued volume 57 of the Water Resources 
Papers which deal with the surface water supply of 
Canada. This number contains the results of investi- 
gations made by the Dominion Hydrometric Survey 
during the climatic year, 1st October, 1926, to 30th 
September, 1927, in the Provinces of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, and the extreme 
western part of Ontario. 

The Report contains a short explanation of the 
purpose and scope of the work and two hundred and 
six pages of stream flow and meteorological data, with 
an index map showing drainage areas and the location 
of gauging stations.

barrels and 41,000 boxes; pears, 1,600 boxes. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice to the High Commissioner 
for the Union in London from the Department of Agri- 
culture, Pretoria, the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to various United King- 
dom ports during the week ended 12th October :—Wool, 
scoured, 483 bales, grease, 6,460 bales; mohair, 511 
bales; hides, wet, 2,871 bales, dry, 1,449 bales; sheep- 
skins, 827 bales; goatskins, 32 bales; wattle bark, 354 
tons; wattle extract, 503,716 lbs.; ostrich feathers, 
3 cases; cotton lint, 118,936 lbs.; tobacco, 170 bales; 
bitter aloes, 12 cases; sugar, 5,936 tons; groundnuts, 
300 bags ; eggs, 9,655 cases ; maize, 102,338 bags; maize 
meal, 52,743 bags; chop, 1,715 bags; grit, 1,334 bags; 
cow feed, 5,328 bags; and cow meal, 146 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of citrous fruit were 
dispatched on 18th October :—Oranges, 17,777 ; lemons, 
435; and naartjes, 21. 





INDIAN WEATHER, CROPS AND PRICES. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND Monsoon. 


Calcutta, 28th October.—During the week ended 
27th October rainfall was general in Mysore, Orissa 
and Upper India on one day. ‘There were local or 
few falls of rain elsewhere. 

The monsoon generally was weak. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 19th October.—Rainfall has been moderate 
on the West Coast, in parts of the Circars and in the 
South. ‘The condition of standing crops is fair to 
good. 

Bihar and Orissa, 21st October.—Rainfall has been 
general, being heavy in most districts of Orissa and 
Purnea. The recent rain has benefited winter paddy 
and the condition is reported to be good on the whole. 
In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
the weather has been seasonable; sugarcane is 
thriving. 

United Provinces, 12th October.—There has been 
‘nsignificant rainfall in the Himalayan, Upper Doab, 
Central Doab and Bundelkhand districts. Light to 
moderate rain has fallen elsewhere. Damage to 
crops by locusts is reported in ten districts, by hail in 
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two and by drought in seven districts. ‘The condition 


and prospects of standing crops are fair. 


Bombay, 26th October.—No rain has fallen. The 
crops are doing well on the previous moisture, except 
in parts of North Guzerat, where damage has been 
done by locusts. No rain has fallen in Sind; locusts 
are damaging standing crops. 


Central Provinces, 21st October.—The weather has 
been clear, but occasionally cloudy. Light rain has 
benefited late rice in Raipur and Bilaspur and 
damaged cotton in parts of Wardha and Yeotmal. 
Khariff crops have been damaged somewhat in Saugor 
and Damoh; otherwise the condition of the crops is 
good. 

Punjab, 21st October.—The weather has been dry, 
except for light rain in parts of the West sub. 
montane districts. Rain is badly needed. The con. 
dition of irrigated crops is average to good and of un. 
irrigated crops below average. The crops have been 
damaged by locusts in parts of the South-Eastern, 
Central and Western districts. 


Bengal, 23rd October.—Rainfall has been generally 
light, except in the North and parts of West Bengal, 
where excessive rain has retarded the preparation of 
land for spring crops. Prospects are generally fair. 


Assam, 28th October.—The weather has _ been 
seasonable. The outturn and prospects are fair. 
Paddy has been damaged by rats in the Lushai Hills, 
and paddy and sugarcane have been slightly damaged 
by storms in Nowganj.

Calcutta, 29th October.—The Indian Commercial 
Intelligence Department, Calcutta, announces that 
the wholesale price index number for September is 
143, as compared with 143 for August. 





TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS TRADE. 
According to the Turks and Caicos Islands Report 


for 1928 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. net) 
imports and exports last year amounted in value tof 
£41,766 and £31,755, as compared with £47,693 andf 


£24,063 respectively in 1927. Of the imports the chief 
items were: Flour, £3,082; cotton goods, £2,660; 
lard, £1,722; salted beef and pork, £1,563; hominy 
and meal, £1,525; rice, £1,437; sugar, £1,431; spirits, 
£1,419; wood, lumber, £1,321; and condensed milk, 
£1,310. As regards exports, salt, £25,283; sponges, 
£2,193; conchs, £1,523; and cotton and cotton seed, 
£1,183, were the principal goods. 

The United States supplied £30,714 and _ the 
United Kingdom £4,431 of the imports, while the 
principal buyers of the Islands’ produce were Canada, 
£13,023; the United States, £9,550; Jamaica, £1,939; 
Hayti, £1,536; the United Kingdom, £1,443; Porto 
Rico, £1,227; and Newfoundland, £1,068.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN AUGUST. 





The trade returns of British India for the month of 
August, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
increases in the values of imports and exports with a de- 
crease in re-exports, states a press note issued by the 
Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
and forwarded by H.M. Trade Commisioner at Calcutta. 
Imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 20,34 lakhs, 
an increase of Rs. 1,28 lakhs, as compared with the preced- 
ing month. The value of exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures rose by Rs. 1,75 lakhs from Rs. 24,99 lakhs 
in July, 1929, to Rs. 26,74 lakhs in the month under re- 
port, while re-exports fell by one lakh of rupees to 
Rs. 63 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for 
August, 1929, and the five months April-August, 1929, with 
those for the preceding month and the corresponding 
periods of last year, is set forth below :—

During the five months ended August, 1929, the visible 
balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 21,80 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 22,61 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preced- 
ing year. The balance of remittances of funds in August, 
1929 was minus Rs. 2,71 lakhs, and in the five months then 
ended minus Rs. 3,39 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXPoRTs. 


As compared with August, 1928, imports of food, drink 
and tobacco rose by Rs. 37 lakhs to Rs. 3,73 lakhs, and 
those of raw materials: by Rs. 58 lakhs to Rs. 1,81 lakhs, 
while manufactured articles fell by Rs. 1,07 lakhs to 
Rs. 14,48 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of 
sugar, 16 D.S. and above (including beet) increased in 
quantity by 48,000 tons to 124,000 tons, and in value by 
Rs. 72 lakhs to Rs. 2,10 lakhs. There were practically no 
imports of rice not in the husk during the month, as against 
13,000 tons, valued at Rs. 18 lakhs, received a year before. 
The imports of vegetable product declined by Rs. 8 lakhs 
to Rs. 9 lakhs. Under raw materials, imports of raw cotton 
showed an increase of 800 tons in quantity and of Rs. 13 
lakhs in value. Kerosene oil showed an increase of 6 
million gallons in quantity and of Rs. 36 lakhs in value. 
Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures fell by Rs. 84 lakhs. Imports of twist and 
yarn rose slightly by 100,000 lbs. in quantity, but the value 
fell by one lakh of rupees to Rs. 45} lakhs. Cotton piece- 
goods fell by 20 million yards in quantity and by Rs. 84 
lakhs in value. Grey goods rose by 5} million yards in 
quantity but fell in value by a lakh of rupees. Imports of 
white and coloured goods recorded a decrease of 10 and 14 
million yards respectively in quantity and of Rs. 28 and 53 
lakhs in value. 

There were increases under machinery—prime movers, 
other than electrical (+ Rs. 11 lakhs), and steel bars 
(+ Rs. 10 lakhs), while woollen piece-goods fell by Rs. 13 
lakhs. 

Exports of food, drink and tobacco in August, 1929, com- 
pared with August of last year, rose by Rs. 61 lakhs to 
Rs. 6,91 lakhs, due mainly to increases in shipments of tea 
and rice. The quantity of rice not in the husk exported 
advanced from 110,000 tons to 124,000 tons, and in value 
from Rs. 1,58 lakhs to Rs. 1.84 lakhs. Exports of barley 
fell from 9,000 tons to 48 tons only, and the value from 
Rs. 11 lakhs to Rs. 6,000 only. Shipments of tea rose by 8 
million lbs. in quantity and by Rs. 51 lakhs in value. Raw 
materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 2 lakhs 
only to Rs. 11,31 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re- 
corded a noticeable decrease of Rs. 20 lakhs in value, which 
fell from Rs. 4,02 to 3,82 lakhs, though the quantity moved 
rose from 38,600 tons to 41,300 tons. Japan took 16,900 tons, 
or 41 per cent., of the total quantity shipped, Belgium 
5,100 tons, Italy 5,000 tons, Germany, 3,400 tons, France 
3,100 tons, and China 2,700 tons, the remainder being 
exported mainly to Spain and the United Kingdom. Ship- 
ments of raw jute fell from 44,700 tons to 41,800 tons in 
quantity, the corresponding decrease in value being from 
Rs. 1,72 lakhs to Rs. 1,48 lakhs. Exports of oilseeds 
showed an increase of Rs. 83 lakhs in value. Under ground- 
nuts there was a rise of Rs. 16 lakhs, under linseed one of 
Rs. 80 lakhs and under castor of Rs. 5 lakhs, but exports 
of cotton, sesamum and rapeseed declined by Rs. 8, 6 and 
3 lakhs respectively. Shipments of lac and raw wool de- 
creased by Rs. 30 and 18 lakhs respectively. Exports of 
raw hides and skins declined by 2,000 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 20 lakhs in value. Manufactured goods decreased by 
Rs. 4 lakhs to Rs. 8,29 lakhs. The number of jute bags 
shipped rose from 48 millions in August, 1928, to 57 millions 
in the month under review, but the value fell from Rs. 2,58 
lakhs to Rs. 2,54 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth ex- 
ported increased from 140 millions to 155 millions, while the 
value fell from Rs. 3,02 lakhs to Rs. 2,84 lakhs. Tanned or 
dressed hides and skins decreased by 900 tons in quantity 
and by Rs. 31 lakhs in value, while there were increases 
under pig lead (+ Rs. 15 lakhs) and cotton manufactures 
(+ Rs. 9 lakhs).

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 
(from the British Consul-General.) 
ALGIERS, 

The total value of foreign trade during 1928 was 8,964 
million francs, as compared with 7,927 million frs. in 1927. 
On a gold basis this represents a total value of 1,757 
million frs. in 1928, as against 1,177 million frs. in 1913; 
that is an increase of 580 million gold frs., of which 274 
million frs. represent exports and 306 million frs. imports. 
The proportion of agricultural products is now 76 per 
cent. of the total exports, as compared with 65 per cent. 
in 1913, 

There was a general increase in the import of manufac- 
tured articles last year, except boots and shoes and glass- 
ware. Exports, which largely consist of agricultural pro- 
ducts, also increased, except those of cotton. Exports of 
sheep were smaller, owing to the epidemic of 1926-27, and 
those of phosphate declined by 109,472 tons. 

Coal used for bunkering ships during 1928 amounted to 
1,850,000 tons, an increase over 1927 of 330,000 tons. The 
total imports of coal were 2,540,000 tons. Crude oil for 
fuelling ships amounted to 21,900 tons, as compared with 
10,000 tons in 1927. 

During the year 9,500 ships were loaded, with a total 
tonnage of 16,042,065, compared with 9,168 ships in 1927, 
with a tonnage of 14,868,644. The total number of ships 
entering and leaving Algerian ports was 36,466, with a 
tonnage of 46,503,168. The figures for 1927 were 36,552 
ships, with a tonnage of 42,267,872. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The value of exports from Algeria to the United King- 
dom, Malta and Gibraltar in 1928 amounted approximately 
to 275,907,000 frs., an increase of 53,929,000 frs. over 1927. 
Imports into Algeria from the United Kingdom, Malta and 
Gibraltar during 1928 were valued at 135,804,000 frs., as 
compared with 109,473,000 frs. in 1927, an increase of 
26,331,000 frs.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


INDUSTRY AND TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The activity of manufacturing and trade continued at a 
high level during September, reports the National City 
Bank of New York. Although there was not the marked 
seasonal expansion that usually occurs in September, this 
is hardly surprising after the basic industries have been 
running at a record-breaking pace for such an extended 
period. Steel mill operations have recently receded from 
the capacity rate and unfilled orders have been declining for 
several months, with the result that output at the close 
of September was estimated slightly below that at the 
same time last year. The trend in building construction, 
except engineering works, appears to be downward, and no 
marked recovery is to be expected until money market con- 
ditions become more nearly normal again. Production of 
automobiles for the industry as a whole now appears to be 
slackening, but in nine months has exceeded that of the 
full year 1928. 


None of which, however, need occasion undue alarm as 
to the soundness of fundamental business conditions in this 
country. Trade and industry have been making an out- 
standing record for two years, and if a breathing spell is 
now due the ultimate result should be beneficial in correct- 
ing undesirable tendencies and thus paving the way for 
renewed expansion later on. 


Tightness of money continues the principal handicap 
which business must surmount. Since this is a product to 
a large extent of the speculation in securities, a temporary 
slackening of the business pace, which would have as its 
effect a sobering influence on speculative sentiment, should 
be the very thing needed to keep business on a sound and 
enduring basis. 


Movement of railway freight is still being maintained 
above last year’s figures, the total volume for nine months 
showing a gain of 4 per cent. Labour conditions are re- 
ported generaily satisfactory. While unemployment exists 
in some localities, the volume for the country is not of 
serious proportions, and the United States Bureau of Labour 
reports factory pay-rolls running markedly above last year. 
The consumption of electric power in general manufac- 
turing during August was 6 per cent. greater than in 
August, 1928. 


The Government report on the crops as at Ist September 
was not as good as that of the preceding month, widespread 
drought having reduced grain and forage yields from the 
earlier promise. 


A large increase in production of crude petroleum this 
year has kept the oil industry in a depressed condition, but 
the recently enacted California conservation law went into 
effect in September, and efforts are being made to further 
reduce output in Oklahoma. Under the California law 
production of oil is to be curtailed where facilities for con- 
serving the gas flow from the wells are not present. Most 
of the large companies operating in the State have taken 
steps to hold down production in accordance with the new 
legislation, but a number of small producers have not yet 
come into line, and a court action is now being prepared 
to test the constitutionality of the gas conservation law.

GOLD COAST COLONY. 


MAJOR COCOA CROP PROSPECTS 


Only small quantities of cocoa have been coming into 
the market up to the end of the first week in October, 
reports the Director of Agriculture at Accra to the Gold 
Coast Government Commercial Intelligence Bureau in 
London. General weather conditions throughout the 
Colony have been unsuitable for drying, so that the earli- 
ness of the crop in the farms has not been reflected in the 
market. A quarter of the crop is mature but left on the 
trees. General picking will begin with the first bright 
spell, and a large increase in the amounts coming into the 
market result. Owing to ripe pods remaining on the trees 
since mid-August more diseased pods than normal will be 
collected, and the quality of the first bulk picking is 
expected, therefore, to be low. By the end of October 
50 per cent. of the crop should be ripe, and only about 
10 per cent. still unripe at the end of December. The 
late flowers, reported in July, did not set well. The average 
yield will be below normal.

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements. 





FRANCE—SWITZERLAND, 


COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade learn that the Commercial Agree- 
ment between France and Switzerland, which was signed 
on 8th July, 1929, and which replaced the Agreements of 
20th October, 1906, 21st January, 1928, and llth March, 
1928, was provisionally brought into operation, except as 
regards the revised French tariff rates, on 15th September 
last. The revised French tariff rates have yet to be 
approved by the French Chambers. 


The Agreement is concluded for a period of one year. If 
not denounced three months before the expiration of the 
period, the Convention is to continue in force, subject to 
six months’ notice of termination by either party. 


The Parties agree to accord each other unconditional 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of Customs 
duties and Customs formalities. In addition, the Swiss 
Customs duties on certain specified products are consoli- 
dated at the existing rates and certain consolidations and 
reductions of French Customs duties are provided for. 
The usual exception from most-favoured-nation treatment 
is made as regards benefits accorded to other States with 
a view to facilitating frontier traffic or in virtue of a 
Customs Union. 


Subject to the usual exceptions, no import or export 
prohibitions or restrictions involving discrimination are to 
be imposed by either Party. 
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Transit matters are to be governed by the provisions of 
the Barcelona Convention of 1921. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is _ pro- 
vided for as regards internal dues. 


Detailed provision is made regarding certificates of 
origin, and provision is also made for the issue of identity 
cards to commercial travellers and for the accord to the 
latter and their samples of most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment. 

Special provision is made regarding the visa-ing of 
invoices which are required to be presented when goods 
are dutiable according to value. 


The companies of the Parties are granted most-favoured- 
nation treatment. 


In matters relating to transport by rail the Parties 
agree to apply the provisions of the Geneva Convention on 
the International Régime of Railways of 1923. The vessels 
of the Parties on inland waterways and in inland ports 
open for traffic are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment, national treatment being granted, however, as 
regards dues levied on inland navigation. 


Provision is made for the duty-free importation and 
exportation of full receptacles to be returned empty (or 
vice versa) of tools, machines and implements dispatched 
for testing or repairs, of samples, and of goods which are 
not delivered to the consignee and which are returned 
within two months. 


The provisions of the Agreement relating to Customs 
and internal duties, Customs formalities, certificates of 
origin, and the duty-free importation and exportation in 
the cases specified above are to apply to the French 
colonies, protectorates, and mandated territories. 


The most-favoured-nation clauses of the Agreement do 
not entitle Switzerland to claim (1) benefits granted by 
France to her colonies, protectorates, and mandated terri- 
tories or by those colonies to France or to each other; or 
(2) transit tariff benefits granted in Indo-China to frontier 
States.

BRITISH EMPIRE. 


BARBADOS. 


APPLICATION OF BRITISH PREFERENTIAL 
TARIFF TO TEA BLENDED IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 


The Regulations governing the entry of goods into 
Barbados under the British Preferential Tariff have been 
amended by a Regulation made by the Governor-in- 
Executive Committee on 4th July, and sanctioned by the 
Legislative Council on 17th September, 1929, in regard to 
the entry of tea blended in the United Kingdom. The 
revised provision is as follows, viz.:—Tea which is im- 
ported from the United Kingdom shall be entitled to pre- 
ference in respect of that proportion of the tea which is 
certified by the supplier to consist of tea grown within the 
Empire. Such certificate shall be accompanied by a 
declaration of the exporter (1) that the tea consists entirely 
of produce of the British Empire, or (2) in case of blend 
containing tea of non-Empire origin, that the blend 
contains such and such a percentage of Empire tea. 

Provided, however, that if such tea either before or after 
blending is transhipped or landed at any foreign port or 
place, then the general regulations dealing with goods 
aaa transhipped or landed at such port shall have 
effect. 


IMPORTATION OF COTTON SEED MEAL 
PROHIBITED. 
Under an Order made by the Governor-in-Executive 


Committee on 29th August the importation of cotton seed 
meal into Barbados has been prohibited.

MALTA. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF BRASS RODS. 


Government Notice No. 393, dated 21st October, 1929, 
states that ‘‘ Brass rods not less than 4 metres in length ”’ 
shall be assimilated to ‘‘ Angle and tee iron bars’’ in the 
Second Schedule (Table of Exemptions) to Ordinance 
No. 111 of 1917, and, as such, shall be exempt from import 
duty. 





FOREIGN. 


AUSTRIA. 


IMPORT BOND SYSTEM FOR GRAIN AND 
CATTLE. 


An Order dated 11th October, published in the ‘‘ Bundes- 
gesetzblatt ’’ of 21st October, lays down regulations for the 
execution of the Law of 27th September, which introduced 
an ‘‘import bond ’’ system for grain and cattle (see the 
‘‘ Journal ’’ of 24th October, page 491). It appears from 
the regulations that the minimum weight of grain consign- 
ments permitted under the system is 500 and not 250 
kilogs. as stated in the above notice. 


The regulations, which lay down the Customs procedure 
for carrying out the system, provide, inter alia, that 
export grain (wheat, rye, barley or oats) must be in 
homogeneous consignments not containing more than 3 per 
cent. by weight of other materials, impurities, etc. The 
value of the import bonds is to be based on the “‘ conven- 
tional’’ import duties applicable to goods of the nature 
exported. When issued in respect of exported cattle, the 
bonds may be used only in payment of duty on goods 
imported by the Vienna Cattle and Meat Market and 
specified Agricultural Associations and the like; in other 
cases they may also be used by the exporter in payment ot 
duty on goods imported on his own account. 





BELGIUM. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (ARRANGEMENT 
WITH FRANCE). 


The ratifications of the additional Commercial Arrange- 
ment of 28th March between the Belgium-Luxemburg 
Economic Union and France were exchanged on 18th

CHILE. 


CONTROL OF TRADE IN FERTILISERS. 


A recent Law (No. 4613), and a Decree issued thereunder, 
lay down revised regulations for the control of the trade 
in fertilisers in Chile. Importers and manufacturers of 
such goods are required to obtain a special permit from 
the Ministry of Fomento, for which a charge of 500 pesos 
a year will be made. 

The sale price of fertilisers is to be fixed according to the 
fertilising elements which they contain. Unless fertilisers 
are sold under a stipulation that the price is to be fixed 
in accordance with the result of the analysis of a sample 
taken when the goods are handed over, they are required 
to be sold with a certificate of chemical analysis indicating 
the percentage proportion of fertilising elements contained. 
Each sack or other receptacle of fertilisers is to have a 
label, 9 cm. by 44 cm., showing the name of the seller, 
the name of the fertiliser, the date of manufacture in the 
case of superphosphate, slaked lime or industrial mixtures, 
and the analytical data necessary to fix the sale price. 

The above restrictions do not apply to saltpetre, fresh 
animal or bird manure, town or market waste, residues 
from slaughter-houses or factories, sea plants, shells, ashes 
and the like. 

The mixing of mineral phosphates with phosphatic 
fertilisers is prohibited. When mineral phosphates are 
mixed with other fertilisers, this fact must be stated on 
the invoice.

TARIFF TREATMENT OF POLISH GOODS. 


The French ‘‘ Bulletin Douanier’’ for 15th October 
announces that the French and Polish Governments have 
agreed, by an Exchange of Notes of 7th October, to effect 
a partial enforcement, as from 15th October, of the revised 
Commercial Convention between France and Poland which

The ad valorem duty in force (15 per cent.) will be charge- 
able upon valuations so fixed without deduction, except 
that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per cent. of 
the gross weight, and that when goods liable to the Tariff 
are imported in receptacles other than bales, the tare 
allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of such 
receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed with

HUNGARY. 


CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES SUSPENDED OR 
MODIFIED. 

H.M. Representative at Buda-Pest has forwarded copy 
and translation of a Decree (No. 4300/1929), dated 5th 
October, providing for the following amendments in the 
Customs duties on certain goods on importation into 
Hungary. These amendments took effect on 6th October, 
except where otherwise indicated below. 

Duty-free Admissions.—The following goods have been 
exempted from duty, viz. :—

All the above (except seger cones) subject to special 


permit and conditions laid down by ordinance, and under 
control. 


Other Duty Changes.—The Decree also withdraws, as 
from 3rd November, the provisions of earlier Decrees which 
suspended the duty on aluminium sulphate, and unbleached 
single jute yarns over No. 10 and up to No. 12, for indus- 
trial purposes. The provision suspending the duty on un- 
bleached single cotton yarns over No. 50 and up to No. 100 
Knglish is withdrawn as from 3rd January, 1930. Book- 
binders’ cloth and other prepared cloths (including artists’ 
canvas), and complete pedal cycles, which have formerly 
paid only 50 per cent. of the Tariff duty, are to be subject 
to the full Tariff duty, as from 3rd November.

ITALY. 


IMPORT OF CANE MOLASSES. 


A Royal Decree-Law, of February, 1927, provided for 
the duty-free admission, under prescribed conditions, of 
cane molasses, to the extent of 4,000 metric tons per annum, 
for the manufacture of molasses fodder. A Royal 
Decree-Law, dated 28th September, published in the 
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‘“ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for 16th October, provides that the 
privilege of duty-free import is to be accorded to a special 
contingent of 3,000 metric tons (additional to the fixed 
annual contingent of 4,000 metric tons) of cane molasses 
destined for the manufacture of molasses fodder during 
a period of six months as from 17th October, subject to 
the conditions prescribed in the 1927 Decree-Law. 


REDUCED DUTY ON CERTAIN MINERAL OILS, 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ for 16th October contains a 
Royal Decree-Law, dated 28th September and effective as 
from 17th October, which provides for the introduction of 
the following Note to No. 6438 of the Italian Customs 
Tariff, viz. :— 

‘‘ Lubricating mineral oils destined for the manufac- 
ture of white oils are admitted at a reduced duty of 
8 gold lire per 100 kilogs., subject to compliance with 
regulations and conditions to be laid down by the 
Minister of Finance.”

PERU. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN GOODS FOR INDUSTRIAL 
PURPOSES. 

In virtue of recent Decrees, the following articles have 
been added to the list of goods which may be imported into 
Peru on payment of a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
provided that they are for industrial use and are shipped

POLAND. 


DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY. 

In virtue of an Order, dated 29th September and 
effective as from lst November, the Customs duty on plant 
and auxiliary materials imported into Poland for the manu- 
facture of dairy butter which is subsequently exported 
abroad will be refunded to the manufacturer at the rate 
of 20 zlote per 100 kilogs. of natural dairy butter exported. 


EXPORT DUTY ON BUTTER. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw has forwarded copy and 
translation of an Order, dated 19th September, which 
imposes, as from Ist November, an export duty on dairy 
butter, and its admixtures with other fats, at the rate of 
600 zlote per 100 kilogs. The tax is not, however, to apply 
to— 

(1) natural dairy butter containing not more than 16 per 
cent. of water, not mixed with other fats or other improper 
admixtures, exported under certificates issued by autho- 
rised institutions ; 


(2) butter exported in quantities not exceeding 1 kilog. 
for the personal use of travellers; or 


(3) butter exported in frontier traffic. 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA 
(MANICA AND SOFALA). 


WAREHOUSING CHARGES INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ (Lisbon) for 12th October 
contains a Decree (No. 17450) of the same date, increasing 
certain warehousing, etc., charges on goods imported into 








Manica and Sofala. Goods are stored free of charge for 
five days, but if not cleared within that period they must 
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be removed to Customs warehouses by the importer or by 
the Customs. The charge made by the Customs when they 
perform this service has been increased from 1 to 2} 
escudos per metric ton, the minimum charge being raised 
from 20 to 30 esc. 


The fees levied for warehousing have been doubled, being 
now 4 or 6 esc. per metric ton per month, according to the 
kind of goods. The minimum fee has been raised to 45 esc. 
The periods during which goods may be stored in Customs 
warehouse have been reduced to six months, three months 
or one month, according to the kind of goods, instead of 
one year, six’ months or three months respectively as 
hitherto. 





ROUMANIA. 


TURNOVER TAX ON WOOLLEN PIECE-GOODS, 
ETC., AND RAYON GOODS. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Roumanian Ministerial Decision, dated 4th 
October and published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for 5th 
October, providing for a reduction of the valuations of 
woollen and worsted piece-goods and hosiery (on which the 
2-2 per cent. turnover tax is levied on import); and pro- 
viding that for the purposes of calculating the luxury and 
turnover tax applicable to yarns, piece-goods and other 
wares of artificial or vegetable silk, the valuations are to 
be taken as 80 per cent. of the valuations established for 
real silk goods. 





SALVADOR. 


REDUCED DUTY ON FLOUR AND YEAST. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded 
particulars of two Executive Decrees, published in the 
‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for 5th and 6th September respectively, 
reducing the import duty on wheat flour from 7 to 2 dollars 
(gold) per 100 kilogs., and reducing the duty on yeast to 
(0 dols. (gold) per 100 kilogs. 





SPAIN. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN SEED 
POTATOES. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 19th October contains a 
Royal Order, dated 17th October, which provides for the 
duty-free importation into Spain, until 3lst December, of 
early seed potatoes of the ‘‘ Royal Kidney,” ‘‘ King 
Edward ”’ and “‘ Majestic ’”’ varieties. Such potatoes must 
be accompanied by a sanitary certificate, and guarantees 
must be given for the payment of the import duties if the 
— are not proved to have been used exclusively as 
seed.

BRITISH INDIA. 


HIDES CESS ENQUIRY COMMITTEE. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ”’ of 3rd October announces 
the issue on 28th September of a Resolution of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce which states that the Government of 
India has under consideration the desirability of replacing 
the existing export duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem on raw 
hides by an export cess, to be expended for the benefit of 
the industry as a whole. In order that a preliminary in- 
vestigation of the matter may be made, a Committee has 
been appointed to enquire and report on, inter alia, the 
articles on which a cess might suitably be imposed and the 
rate of cess on each article. ,

products) was laid before the State Council. The petition 
was referred to the Statistical Department of the Finnish 
Customs Administration for a report, on receipt of which 
the State Council was to reconsider the matter.

NEW DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: RAW 
TOMATOES. 
The following is the text of a Draft Order-in-Council 


laid before Parliament in pursuance of Section 7 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926:—

At the Court at day of | ‘ 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5, c. 53), it is provided 
that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or 
description has on a reference from the appropriate 
department been held by a committee appointed for the 
purposes of the said Act, and the report of the committee 
on the matter has been taken into consideration by the 
department, that department may, unless it appears to 
them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear 
an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or exposure for sale in the 
United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or descrip- 
tion unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said section an enquiry in relation to imported raw 
Tomatoes has, on a reference from the appropriate depart- 
ment, namely, the Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department and the 
Secretary of State for Scotland acting jointly (hereinafter 
called ‘‘ the Department’’) been held by a committee 
appointed for the purposes of the said Act and the report 
of that committee has been taken into consideration by the 
Department : 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 


(1) of the said section it appears to a committee to be © 


desirable that any imported goods should bear an indica- 
tion of origin at the time of importation, and the com- 
mittee so reports to the appropriate department, that 
department unless, having regard to all the circumstances 
of the case including the re-export trade of the United 
Kingdom in that class or description of goods, it considers 
such action undesirable, may make a representation to His 
Majesty that the goods should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation, and His Majesty may by Order 
in Council under the said section (without prejudice to His 
powers under sub-section (1) of the said section) make pro- 
vision accordingly : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Department that 
the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally 
of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if raw Tomatoes imported for 
use or consumption in the United Kingdom were prohibited 
to be sold unless they bear an indication of origin, and the 
Department has accordingly made representations to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2: 


And whereas the committee has reported to the Depart- 
ment that it appears to them to be desirable that raw 
Tomatoes should bear an indication of origin at the time 
of importation : 


And whereas the Department having had regard to all 
the circumstances of the case, including the re-export trade 
in those goods, has made representations to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that raw Tomatoes should bear an 
indication of origin at the time of importation: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
Him by the said Act, and of all other powers enabling Him 
in that behalf, is pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows :— 


1. Subject as hereinafter provided, it shall not be lawful 
to import any raw Tomatoes into the United Kingdom, nor

to sell or expose for sale in the United Kingdom any im- 
ported raw Tomatoes unless they bear an indication of 


origin. 


2. The indication of origin shall be marked indelibly and 
in @ conspicuous manner as follows :— 


(a) On importation, on exposure for sale wholesale 
and on sale, by means of printing, stencilling, stamp- 
ing or branding on each outer container, or on a label 
securely attached thereto, in letters not less than half 
an inch in height. 


(6) On exposure for sale by retail, by means of a 
show-ticket, clearly visible to intending purchasers, 
bearing the indication of origin in letters not less than 
half an inch in height. 


3. This Order shall apply on exposure for sale wholesale 
whether the person exposing the goods is or is not a whole- 
sale dealer. 


4. Nothing in this Order shall apply to sales of raw 
Tomatoes in quantities of fourteen pounds or less. 


5. The provisions of this Order shall come into force 
at the expiration of three months from the date hereof. 


6.—(a) Thts Order may be cited as The Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 
(b) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to the 
interpretation of this Order as if it were an Act of 
Parliament.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following: Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices;
